This average is represented by 100 each month, 
Seasonal fluctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in monthly index 
numbers have been smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is the index 
shown above for each month is the average of the actual index of that month and the preceding 
two months. It may be compared vertically or horizontally. 


The index is adjusted to eliminate the effects of Treasury Bill and other special 


transactions on behalf of Governments and the effects of bank amalgamations. No adjustment

SECTION E.—GENERAL. 
20. EMPLOYMENT IN NEW SOUTH WALES. 


Estimates of employment formerly published in this Section were derived from returns of employers in 
remitting State Wages Tax which ceased in October, 1941. It is not possible now to compile estimates exactly 
comparable-with those formerly based on Wages Tax Returns. 


The table now published has-been compiled in a new form adapted to the contents of returns made by employers 
for purposes of Commonwealth Pay Roll Tax which came into operation in July, 1941. Comparative figures for 
July, 1939, and June, 1933, have been inserted wherever possible in the table shown below. From this data now 
available it is possible to publish separate totals for males and females. 


Although direct comparison is not possible between the figures now published and those formerly compiled for 
months and years between June, 1933, and July, 1941; the figures published in previous issues of this Monthly Summary 
for that period are reliable indicators of trend and of numerical change for the period and on the basis indicated in the 
headings and notes.
